Special Fund for Relief. 

“They also recommended that special 
fund be raised by the payment of 20 
cents a year to be used only for the 
relief of members of the age of.

Sishiseers Will Be Prevented 
From Entering Building

The Partial Quarantine is Establish- 
ed Merely as a Precautionary 
Measure and Not Because 
Any Fea1 ie Felt by the 
Prison Officials. 


No more sightseers will be admitted 
into the federal prison for the next isw 
days, the duration of their exclusion be- 
ing depenant on the situation with regard 
to yellow fever. No quarantine has been 
established at the prison, however, and 
those who come. on business will be ad- 
mitted as heretofore. 

This step on the part of the prison au- 
thorities was taken as a result of a 
conference between the city health offi- 
clalse and Dr. A. L. Fowler, prison pbhr- 
eician. After this conference the doctor 
decided that to be absolutely on the safs 
side it would be well to keep visitors out 
for a time and on his suggestion such 
orders were issued. 

The prison officials do not feel in the 
least alarmed, but on account of the 
peculiar status and condition of the lerge 
numrber of persons under their care and 
control deemed it. best to exercise the 
utmost prudence possiblo

This case of fever is being better cared 
for, so far as precautions to prevent the 
spread of the fever are concerned, than 
any former case ever brought here by a 
refugee. The stegomyia theory was an 
unknown quantity during former epidem- 
ics in the south and no precaution what- 
ever was taken to prevent mosqu:toes 
from having free access to the patients 
who found their way to Atlanta. The 
last case here was in a house on Au- 
burn avenue. The house was unscreened 
and though the case was there a num- 
ber of days, there was no spread of the 
fever and no alarm was felt in the com- 
munity. 


Take Greater Precautions. 

Under resolutions passed by the board 
of health yesterday morning greater pre- 
cautions will be taken to prevent sick 
people from entering the city from in- 
fected districts and ‘all refugees wll he 
required to keep in close touch with the 
board of health. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Dr. 
Kennedy sald: 

“Trains entering the city from infect- 
ed districts are now inspected in a rig/d 
manner, but I shall increase the num- 
ber of inspectors and shall inspect trains 
from every direction. The inspectors are 
all experienced physicians and under- 
stand their busmess. The fact that the 
case of Caruthers was s0 quickly dis- 


covered shows that every possible pre- 


caution fis in force. Arrangements will 
be made to enlarge the hospital in the 
event other cases come here, and those 


of the refugees who are stricken with 


fever will be well cared for. Every ho- 
tel and boarding house will this morn- 
ing be notified that they must promptly 
report every case of sickness, of what- 
ever nature, under penalty of a fine. The

The physicians of At- 
lanta are working in perfect harmony 
with the board of health and will report 


any suspicious case of sickness imme- 
diately.

No Epidemic Can Live Here. 

The history of yellow fever in Atlanta 
was gone into and it was shown that, al 
though there had been a number of cases 
here, brought from infected points, there 
had never been a spread of the fever. 
Atlanta nad never before quarantined 
against any city and pointed with pride 
to her record as a city in which no epi- 
demic could live or spread. 

The physician. members of the board, 
Drs. Strickler. Vaughan, Woift and 
Brawner. while asserting their faith tin 
Atlanta and their belief that yellow fever 
could not spread here, declared that the 
stegomyia was here and that they be- 
liewed the safer plan would be to quar- 
antine and act in harmony with the state 
board.

The local board. he _ said, 
could not afford to act upon the surmise 
that the fever would not spread. 


Members Express Themselves. 
At-this juncture the roll of the board 
the secretary and each 
member was given an opportunity to 
express his views upon the question of 
quarantine, 

Dr. Brawner said: 

“t don't believe infection is iImpos- 
sible in Atlanta, because the stegomyia 
is here. but I do believe that it is very 
improbable. Experience shows that no 
case of vellow fever ever originated here 
and personally I think a quarantine 
would be useless. But considering the 
action of the state board of health, I 
believe it would be better to quarantine 
against all infected points. If all towns 
and cities quarantine against us it will 
seriously affect our business and if we 
do not quarantine our health certificates 
wil] be invalidated by the state board 
ef health.’

Barcelona, September 3.—A-bomb eéx- 
ploded with terrific force this afternoon 
on the marine parade which was throng- 
ed with holiday makers. <A panic en- 
sued and the air was rent with shrieks 
and groans of the victims, who num- 
bered between fifty and sixty, 
including ,. one woman killed and 
five persons mortally -wounded. The 
bomb was conical in shape and 
killed and five persons mortally wound- 
ed. The bomb was conicaj] in shape and 
was covered with cement, The perpetra- 
tor of the outrage is unknown. One 
witness states that early this morning 
a child was seen to deposit a bomb at 
the foot of a tree, while another version 
is that the bomb was placed at the foot 
of a tree this afternoon and that the man 
who was seen to place it there was injur- 
ed by its premature explosion. 

Innocent Man Pursued. 

After the explosion Panama par- 
asols and wearing apparel were found 
Strewn about and here and there were 
spots of blood. The detonation was 
heard throughout the city and the force 
of the explosion threw a coachman from 
the seat of his carriage, 50 yards away. 
The bomb was filled with nails and scrap 
aron., 

A workman, covered with blood, while 
running away from the scene, was pur- 
sued by a mob, which believed him to 
be responsible for the outrage anu being 
caught was nearly lynched.

thanks for his “disinterested and unre-, 
mitting efforts in the interests of peace 
and humanity,” and an expression of 
the Japanese emperor's ‘grateful appre- 
elation of the distinguished part’ the 
president has taken in the establish- 
ment of peace in the Far East. 

The cablegram which was received 
from the emperor personally follows: 

“Tokio, September 3, 1905.—The Presi- 
dent: I have received with gratification 
your message of congratulations conveyed 
through our plenfpotentiaries and thank 
you warmly for it. ‘To your disinterested 
and unremitting efforts in the interests of 
peace and humanity I attach the high 
value which is their due and assure you 
of grateful appreciation for the distin- 
guished part you have ta in the estab- 
lishment of peace pased Sagot principles 
essential to the permanent \welfare and 
tranquility of the Far East. (Signed) 
: / “MULSUHITO.” 
The cablegram from the Japanese em- 
peror puts an end to the rumors that 
the emperor was dissatisfied with the 
terms finally concluded by his pleni- 
potentiaries with those ‘of the emperor 


of Russia. 
Roosevelt Given Full Credit. 

He accords President Roosevelt full 
credit for the part he took in bringing 
about peace ‘‘upon principles essential 
to the permanent welfare and tran- 
quility of the Far East.” 

The concluding sentence of the cable- 
gram is especially significant. It evi- 
dently voices the belief of the Japanese 
emperor that the peace about to be 
concluded at Portsmouth will be for a 
permanent peace. 

It can be said that the president has 
expressed no anxiety at the delay of 
the cablegram from the emperor of Ja- 
pan. It was known here that the terms 
of the treaty concluded at Portsmouth 
were dictated by the Japanese emperor 
himself and that they could not be 
otherwise than satisfactory to him and 
his advisers. 

The delay in responding to the Japa- 
nese plenipotentiaries was due, it is 
surmised, to the desire of the emperor 
to be assured that the terms agreed 
upon would be incorporated 
treaty, without the probability of a 
serious hitch. The assurance, it is said, 
was conveyed to the Japanese emperor 
last night upon the practica] conclusion 
of the draft of the treaty. The cable- 
gram to President Roosevelt today fol- 
lowed in natural -course. 

Information reaching the president to- 
day from Portsmouth indicates that the 
treaty will be concluded formally and 
signed early this week, probably tomor- 
row or Tuesday. The substance of the 
treaty is being reduced to engrossed 
form, in two texts, English and French. 
As soon as this formality shall have 
been completed, the convention so impor- 
tant not only to the two belligerent pow- 
ers, but to the civilized world, wil be 
signed by the plenipotentiaries of the 
two governments directly and will go into 
history as the treaty of «ortsmouth.

President Roosevelt passed the greater 
part of the day at Sagamore Hill. He 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, with some of ther 
children, attended morning services at 
Christ Episcopal church. Notw......and- 
ing the tremendous rain and wind storm 
which swept over this part of Long 
island, the president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
sent the children home from church in 
a carriage and themselves walked the 3 
miles to Sagamore Hill in the storm. 

No official visitors were received dur- 
ing the day. The president has an- 
nounced that he will devote the re- 
mainder of his sojourn at Sagamore 
Hill particularly to recreation and tHat 
receive as few visitors as pos- 
sible and will transact no business that 
ss not of pressing character.

ru HE decade 1860-1860 was the gotgen 
@ge of the south, and Georgia was 
the greatest of the cotton states. 
She was conspicuous for her public men— 
Toombs, Cobb, Hill, Brown, Stephens— 
and goon she was to show herself as gal- 
lant in the field as she was brilliant in 
the forum. Intellectually, Toombs had 
no superiar, possibly no equal, in. senates 
that knew Douglas, Chase, Seward, Sum- 
ner, Benjamin and Green. Cobb was the 
wisest statesman of the south, and not 
the least mistake the south made was 
the failure to make him president of the 
confederacy. Hill was a giant, but his 
fame was not yet national. After the 
war he was the first debater of his time 
in either house of congress. Brown was 
an executive, one of the great war gOv-~ 
ernors of the south, and second only to 
Isham G. Harris. Stephens was_.a great 
thinker and a wise statesman. Had the 
south followed his counsel it would have 
escaped unnumbered woes. 

There is a philosophy that every gener- 
ation has its crop of. great men, and 
that one crop would be as good as an- 
other if opportunity afforded: Thomas 
Gray expressed the idea in verse: 


“Perhaps in this neglected spot is laid 
Some heart once pregnant with celestéal 
fire; 
Hands that the rod of empire might have 
swayed, 
Or waked to ecstacy the living lyre. 
* * * © € * a 


“Some village Hampden, that with daunt- 
less breast, 
The little tyrant of his fields withStood, 
Some mute inglorious.

Stonewall Jackson and Abra- 
ham Lincoln also serve to jllustrate that 
when nature makes a great man she sets 
him a task to do, and when-he has 
served her purpose ghe takes him to her- 
self. 


It is matter of remark that America 
does not send her great statesmen to 
the nationa] councils, as sbe did in 
former times. Perhaps there is a great 
scareity of great statesmen. If Georgia 
had a Toombs or a Hill or a Stephens, 
she would send him tg the 
senate. Tf Louisiana had a Benjamin, 
he would be a senator. If Missouri had a 
Greén, he would be the first man jin tne 
company of Lodge and Carmack, Hale 
and Bailey, Foraker. and Daniel. If 
lilinols had a Douglas, he would be the 
leader of the senate. If Indiana had a 
Morton, he would be the greatest living 
statesman, If Ohio had a Thurman, there 
would be some hope of the democratic 
party. Such men as these are not in 
public life, simply becayse such men as 
these are no jonger among the living. 

Alexander H. Stephens was never hated 
at the north ag was Jefferson Davis, and 
it is one of the whimsicalities of human 
mature that he was nots Both betie ved 
in the right of secession. Davis believed 
in its wisdom; Stephens saw the folly of 
it. Both accepted it, one cordially, the 
other reluctantiy. One became the. head 
of the confederacy. the other the second 
personage of it. One was as criminal 
as the other, if either was criminal. 
Davis did no violence to any conviction; 
Stephens ‘followed the multitude to do 
evil'’’—for he believed it Was a very great 
mistake to secede. 

The southern confederacy was born of 
mistake and died of faction. It would not 
have lasted ten years if the ‘‘wayward 
sisters’’ had been permitted. to ‘depart 
in peace,’’ It was a fatal mistake to ge- 
cede without an “overt act’’ of hostility 
by the new administration, though years 
before many of our wisest statesmen ad- 
monished the country that disunion would 
follow the election of a president by the 
votes of one section only. Lincoln was 
the first of our presidents who did not 
receive electoral] votes on both sides of 
Mason and Dixon line. It was also a 
fatal mistake to fire on the flag. That 
get the northern heart afire, and until 
that was done the Lincoln administration 
Was as impotent as Bunchanan’s had 
been, and had not changed the Buchanan 
policy. Had not the flag been fired on, 
LAncoln could not have recruited an army, 
Then, when the war came the south was 
content to let it be a war of attrition, 
which ever terminates in favor of the 
side with the most men and money. 

But faction did its deadly work. The 
southern senate directed more eloquence 
and more statesmanship to criticisms of 
the Davis aministration than it did to 
anything else. ‘Ren Hill and Willlam L 
Yancey had a fight about it. Wigfall 
wasted his splendid abilities in that quar- 
rel. Davis himself was not without fault. 
Toombs should have been secretary of 
the treasury; that would have insured 
an immense sum of money, and lack of 
money was one of_the things, if not the 
chief thing, the confederacy died. of, But, 
then, the confederacy died of scores of 
things—two of them the bullets that killed 
Albert Sidney Johnstoh and Stonewall 
Jackson. 


The grandfather of Alexander H,. Ste- 
phens was an English Jacobite, and “was 
out in the forty-five,’’ the jast serious ef- 
fort the house of Stuart made “to come 
into its own again.’ It was the age of 
Fergus Mclvor and the Baron Bradwar- 
dine, the heroic age, when country gentry 
sang “Over the Water to Charlie,” and 
the Scotch wives, who were mothers to 


such women as Flora Macdonald, sang: 
j 


I ance had sons, put now has nane, 
I bred them toiling sairly; 

And @ would bear them a’ again 
And lose them a’ for Charlie. 


And Alexander Stephens was one of the 
cavaliers who was with Charlie at Pres- 
ton and at Culloden. He was of that 
magnificiegt race of cavaliers who fought 
with Montrose and rode with Rupert in 
one hemisphere and were to fight with 
Lee and ride with Stuart in the other. 
The cause was lost in the Old World, 
as it was in the new, but around them 
cling valoew and glory, poetry and ro- 
mance, such as no other can boast, in 
ancient or mo@er? story, 

When Charlie became a fugitive Ste- 
gens became an emigrant, and settled in 
Pennsylvania, for William Penn, who 
founded the colony, was ever a friend of 
the house of Stuart, and might have 
fought for it had-he been a fighting man. 
He was now long dead, but his colony 
welcomed Alexander Stephens, who set- 
tled on the banks of the “Blue Juniata.”’ 
But he wage full of adventure, and joined 
the command of George Washington in 

ock’s expedition. Not a great while 
lw fell in lawe with a .crétty dir 


whose father owned the ferry where the 
Juniata falls into the Susquehanna. Her 
father would not give her to him, and he 
took her. They were married, but never 
forgiven, and later the family, now three 
Sons and five daughters, went to Georgia. 

Alexander H. Stephens, grandson of the 
eld Cavalier, was born in i8l@ He 
lived to be more than threescore years 
and ten. Every day of that long life was 
a day of sickness. His greatest weight 
was ninety-six pounds. He never kn¢w 
an hour without physical pain, most 
of it acute, much of it excruciating. it 
was in capricious mood that nature fas4- 
joneq the tabernacles where glowed the 
giant minds of John Randolph and Alex- 
ander H. Stephens. But this sickly boy 
was a Gay iaborer on his father’s farm 
and a plowman at eleven. His father 
died when he was fourteen, but he man- 
aged to get a superior education, and 
when twenty he was graduated from the 
University of Georgia. 

He taught school for two years and 
studied law. At twenty-one he was ad- 
mitteq to the bar and soon distinguished 
himself in the profession. When he was 
twenty-four he was chosen to the staie 
Jegislature, and that from a community 
that believed in Calhoun and nullifics- 
tion, though Stephens str@mgly assailed 
that dogma. He also opposed harsh treat- 
ment of abolitionists who went to Geor- 
gia to make converts. He believed that 
the preservation of slavery depended on 
conservative action on the part of th» 
siave holders, and he would have met 
with absolute silence every diatribe of 
Garrison and Phillips. He believed in 
slavery as it existed at the south, be- 
lieveq it was the ideal condition for 
both races, but his clear mind saw 
that slavery would be doomed whenéver 
it became the paramount issue in poil- 
tics. Had the south taken his advices, 
slavery would have died a natural death 
—the death of gradual and peaceful 
emancipation—and there would have been 
no “race problem’’ for the present 0° 
future generations to blunder over. 


Stephens was a whig. So were ToomDs 
and Hill. When thirty years of age 
Stephens was chosen a member of the 
twenty-elghth congress, and for the suc- 
ceeding sixteen years he was one of the 
most distinguished public men in Amef- 
ica: Pygmy that he was, physically, o0 
labor daunted him, and his mind was 
ever busy. He and Toombs were 11ke 
brothers. Their principles were identt- 
cal, and it was rare that they disagreed 
on a question of policy. Stephens had 
the greatest admiration for the noble 
qualities and gigantic intellect of his 
friend, and loveq té lend him. the aid 
of his industry. It is related that ona 
day Toombs made a speech in the senata 
that was at once the admiration, the 
envy, and the despair of all his rivals 
in that body. When asked the queé3- 
tion, Toombs asserted that he had néver 
given the subject a day’s thought be- 
fore he addressed the senate. “That 
is exactly true.”” salq Stephens, when 
he heard of it; “that is exactly true. 
But I worked two weeks on that speeca 
before Toombs ever thought of it.” 

William H. Seward said that Toomb? 
speech asserting the right of secession 
was the most powerful argument he evér 
heard, and simply unanswerable, and no 
doubt Toombs was indebted to Step™eus 
for many of the ideas of that masterly 
production.

Tt was in 1'847 that Stephens and Lin- 
coln first met. They became fast’ friends, 
and: Lincoln declared Stephens’ speech 
against the ‘$3,000,000 bill,” as it was 
called, was the greatest effort he ever 
heard. That bill was t6 enable the Po!k 
administration to negotiate a treaty with 
Mexico ceding vast areas of territory. 
Stephens opposed it on the ground that 
1c would make the slavery question para- 
mount and lead to disunion. And if you 
will read it today you will not be s0 
much impressed with the argument of it 
as you will the prophecy of it. 

in 1859 Stephens retired from con- 
gress and hoped to spend the remainder 
of nis life in repose. He was 47 years 
of age, and a sage. His farm at Craw- 
fordville, ‘‘Liberty Hall,"" was a Mecca, 
where public men were welcomed from 
all parts of the country. He kept open 
house for Georgians and the rest of 
mankind, and thousands visited him, 
consulted him and partook of his hos- 
pitaHty. But the storm conjured by 
twenty years of sectional reproach was 
about to burst upon the country. The 
Metnodist church had divided when 
Texas was annexed, and now the demo- 
cratic party was to divide because tbe 
north and the south were engaged in 
mutual murder in Kansas. John 
Brown’s was the answer the north made 
tu Preston Brooks’. assault. 


Secession was the answér the south 
made to the election of IAncoin, and 
coercion was tne answer the north made 
to the bombardment of Sumter. That 
bombardment saved Maryland, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, East Tennessee and 
Missouri to the union. Had Mr. Davis 
accepted the advice of Stephens the 
south would have succeeded in the war, 
in all probability. Stephens proposed to 
buy $100,000,000 worth of cotton, the 
winter of 1860-61, sell it in Burope and 
invest the proceeds in a navy strong 
enough to keep tne southern ports .open. 
England and France. had the ships that 
might have been had for the cotton. 
With her ports open the south could 
rave maintained tne war til] the crack 
of doom. 

Davis rejected the counsel. He did not 
believe there was any constitutional au- 
thority to buy cotton, in the first place, 
and he did not think such a navy was 
needed, in the gecond place. His fare- 
well address in the United States sen- 
ate shows that he hoped to avoid war. 


Wren the end came and the south was 
overthrown and prostrate, Stephens was 
sent to prison for some _ six months. 
When hatred and passion were a litle 
abated, he was set at liberty. Instinctive- 
ly the south looked to him and such 
as he for counsel. It wag the gravest 
error in tne world to expect the south- 
ern people to turn from the leaders in 
the great struggle. It was an impos- 
sibility, and the south turned to them 
in her woe, as she had in her grandeur. 
Had she done otherwise she would have 
been fit for chains and forever infa- 
mous. . 

Stepnens again entered public life. He 
was four terms in congress and once 
governor of Georgia. His book on the 
sectional war is an iavaluable contribu. 
tion to American history—a labor of love 
and a discharge of a duty he owed the 
south. 


He was a wise, a great and a pure 
man, and the more this generation 
knows of him, the more the men and 
women of our day read his preachments 
end ponder them, the better for our 
country and the happier for our citizen. 
Ship. The pendulum has long been at 
the other extreme; it will return and 
the times are ripening for it.

‘“‘Editor Constitution: In view of the 
effort to secure a public park in West 
End as a@ memorial and testimonia] to 
the late Captain Evan P. Howell, I re- 
quest thé publication of the following 
speech delivered by me, December 30, 
1902, upon the occasion of his election 
as mayor of Atlanta, 

“JOHN W. NELMS.” 
Sheriff Nelms Speaks. 

“Mr. Chairman and Fellow-country- 
men: The cause for this gathering to- 
night is more than a surprise to me. 
Having Hved in your midst for thirty- 
odd years, and having the henor and 
privilege of knowning E. P. Howeil, 
and having watched him through those 
many years and admired ‘his devotion 
and his watchfulness for the interests 
of his people is what brings from me 
tonight the apparent necessity for any 
one to say a word of praise in his be- 
half. Following the features of this 
great city from a cross roads store 
house until he has lived to see it shel- 
ter a hundred thousand nobie and gen- 
erous people. At all times leading and in 
the front ranks battling for the !inter- 
ests of Atlanta and her citizens, using 
his energies at all and at various times— 
when the inhabitants of this city were 
taking their nightly rest, he could be 
found burning the midnight lamp in 
her interést. 

“First and foremost, aided by hun- 
dreds of the old guard, who have since 
passed to.the great beyond, he has in- 
duced -capital to invest here and by his 
actions and his help in that direction 
he has been the means of bringing to 
this place the tens of thousands of citi- 
zens, the factories, the machine shops, 
the electric lights, the street railways, 
‘and, in fact, all other improvements— 
from the smallest to the greatest. He 
has encouraged the building of these 
magnificent structures, these palatial 
mansions and these cosy cottages that 
make Atlanta the metropolis of the 
south, and you'll excuse me when I re- 
mind you of the fact that every proper- 
ty owner in this city is due him to- 
night a debt of gratitude. Every wage- 
earner in Atlanta is likewise indebted 
to him; the merchants, who are the 
pride of this great city; the bankers, 
who are the standby of Atlanta's fi- 
nances, and every capitalist, if you 
please, is indebted to him in the very 
same manner. But for his tndividual efs 
forts, together with his comrades, both 
dead and living, none of these great en- 
terprises would have been here, and if 
they had not been here, there would not 
have ‘been any need for barks—they 
would have had no depositors. If this 
town had not been here with its teeming 
thousands, there would have been no 
need for the magnificent edifices in 
which the princely merchants have their 
trade. And if they had not been here 
there would have been no necessity for 
the many ladies and se who 
transact the business for t mer- 
chants. If the city had not been built 
there would. have been no need for the 
magnificent street railway system that 
we have today—brought here and en- 
couraged to come here by Captain How-~- 
el] and the old guard and started and

SHOULD ELECT 


Dr. Broughton Speaks of the 
Local Primary 
Laws. 


Der. Broughton’s sermon last night was 
devoted to incjdents and experiences con- 
nected with his recent trip, and also to 
the recent unfortunate situation conoern- | 
ing Mayor Woodward. 

Dr. Broughton has been absent on his | 
Vacation about six weeks. During the | 
time he has attended Bible conferences 
and chautauguas in various parts of the | 
country. He was one of the speakers 
at the Northfield ‘Bible conference, and 
preached every Sunday during August in 
Boston. Last night the sermon. consist- 
ed for the most part with suggestions 
from these points. 

As a prelude to the sermon he referred 
to what he called ‘‘Atlanta’s great dis- 
grace,’’ referring to the conduct of May- 
or James G. Woodward at Toledo re- 
cently. 

“From. what I see Atlanta has been 
getting a good deal of free advertise- 
ment of late. It is not the first time 
that she has gotten such advertisement, 
and the Lord only knows whether it is 
to be the last. All through the country 
where I have been my heart has been 
made to sink within me at the write- 
ups and cartoons the papers have had 
concerning the recent disgrace of At- 
lanta. I do not know ail that you have 
been doing here. I suppose you have 
been holding your. noses and taking your 
doses. 

“I do not care now to rehearse any 
of this very unpleasant matter. I do 
not suppose anybody has been sur- 
prised in the least, nor do I see any 
good that can come out of any reitera- 
tion now of the things‘ that occurred. 
The city council and all other gdod peo- 
ple may declare to the contrary as much 
as they please, but the outside word 
has been keeping up with our political 
history in Atlanta for the last five years, 
and I say again our present unfortunate 
advertisement is no more than we de- 
serve. Some of us have done 
our best, but Atlanta as a whole could 
have prevented this condition .of  dis- 
grace. More than once the opportunity 
has been presented, but the very people 
who now cringe were silent. The old 
Saying, ‘It is too late to pray when 
the devil comes,’ is a saying that At- 
lanta needs to learn. When she wil] 
learn it, God knows. 

“I keep on saying, Atlanta needs a po- 
lifical revolution. The lowest form of | 
political leadership exists here. We have 
the pretense of a white primary. It is 
too flimsy to even be called a pretense. 
Think of it, according to ‘the present 
plan a man is declared to be the nom- 
inees of the white people of this city, 
though he receives only about 2,000 
votes out of nearly 8,000 cast! Such a 
System is a direct trick of the devil to 
place us just in such a mess as we are 
at present. It is mere toy play; it is 
belittling office; it shows a lack of brains 


“Such a system as this is Hable to per- 
petuate forever our present disgrace. It 
keeps wide open jhe door for undeserv.ng 
men to enter and in the event of a 
number of good men running, bad men 
may get in office. ; 

“Is there no way out of it? ‘Shall we 
forever stand in the atmosphere of a 
moral stink pool? Is there no way for 
us to shake ourselves and prove to the 
worid that we are a self-respecting com- 
munity? I answer, yes, the way is 
perfectly plain. Let us require that 
the man to be the nomineee of the white 
primary must rece:ve a majority of the 
votes cast. This is the remedy, ang it 
is the only remedy. It is safe, sound 
and businesslike. 

“Business men ought 
of this situation. Such advertisement 
as we are now getting is ruinous. The 
executive committee, managing our poli- 
tics, ought. to be forced right now to 
make this change. Why wait to  be- 
mourn our sorrows when we are help- 
leas: Why? Why? 

“My fellow citizens, I have no har 
words to speak against the mayor now. 
My word of denunciation is against th» 
rest of this city for allowing this con- 
dition to exist. All the facts needed 
have been before the people al) tha 
while, but by pure fool-headedness the 
good people of-the city allowed the 
shame to be brought about. Cowardice 
bas reigned from first to last in Phis 
matter. Will it always be so? 

“It has come to pass that our city is 
disgraced by somebody almost every time 
it sends representatives to a public func- 
tion. There is simrly too much tamper- 
ing wits whisky in our city government, 
The confessions of the other members 
of the committee from council in the re- 
cent affair is proof sufficient. It was a 
Hquor guzzling crowd from start to fin. 
ish. The city had no business spending 
the people’s money for such a lark any- 
way. It is time a halt was called in 
such silly use of much needed funds. 
Liquor drinking and gambling has come 
to be a common sport on the part of 
Atlanta’s city government offictals whesi 
they go abroad.

Who is afraid of 20 cents a pound 
for cotton? Not this wr:ter. 
to realize- Tie feeling “once more before 
I die’ of selling a bale of cotton for one 
hundred dontars! For several years after 
the war the farmers gut that much, and 
more for their cotton, and in gold 
at that. As I remember 27 cents per 
in gold, was the highest price I 
ever secured for cotton But it sold much 
higher than that early in 1865, according 
to recollection. 

And what would be the effect of 20- 
cents cotton? Would it curtail consump- 
tion? Doubt—that would be an imme- 
diate effect, but not to the extent one 
might suppose. Twenty cents per pound 
does ‘not mean that 
kinds would go to twice the prices they 
now bring, or when the price of cotton 
is at 10 cents, for the simple reason 
that the actual cost of the raw 
that enters into the manufactured goods 
is but a molety, and often very much less 
than half the other items of cost—labor, 
etc. Twenty cent cotton would not re- 
sult in d@doubling the price—nor anything 
like it~—of._ common domestics and other 
more or less heavy goods. Spool thread 
is made of Sea Island cotton; but doub- 
ling the market price of that cffaracter of 


even 


' cotton woukd hardly be felt by. the con- 


sumer and user of spoo) thread. The 
same is true of fine lawns, and other de- 
scriptions of light cotton goods. Of 
course, the heavier-kinds of cotton cloths, 
those mostly consumed by the poorer 
classes, would ‘‘go up” in price more in 
proportion than would the finer, lighter 
descriptions. The poor laborers’ shirts 
and drawers, the mechanics overalls, 
demims, tickings, canvasses, etc., would 
feel the advance. It is unfortunate that 
the advanced prices would fall more 
heavily and perhaps more quickly on the 
clothing of the poor, but it can’t be 
helped, I reckon, except by advancing 
the wages of that class. And it is to be 
assumed that such advance in wages 
would closely follow such an advance 
in the market price of cotton and goods. 
There are some who would deprecate 
such a steep rise fin the market price of 
cotton. But I am not one of that -num- 
ber. A short crop of cotton ought to 
sell for a higher price—otherwise the 
farmer must fail of his just recompense. 
Any tyro in simple arithmetic knows 
that 20 cents a pound for a half crop 
puts no more money in the farmers’ 
pocket than 10 cents a pound for a full 
crop. Yes, a little more; for the com- 
missions, warehouse, weighing and sell- 
ing charges are so much per bale and 
might not be increased so much. The 
pickings, insurance charges and stealings 
(beg pardon of the “hit dog’’) are based 
on bulk values and not ‘‘per bale.’’ 
Anyhow, 20 cents a pound for a full 
crop, for five or ten years, would not 
hurt the farmers very much. I guess 
they would like to experience the satis- 
faction that would be theirs if they could 
realize $100 per bale for a full average 
crop for about ten years. It would 
atone, in great measure, for the ten 
preceding years of cotton at less than 8 
and as low as 5 cents. It might be ac- 
cepted as not more than a just compen- 
sation for lost. opportunities for educat- 
ing the farmers’ sons and daughters. No, 
indeed; it would by no means compen- 
sate for such a loss—a loss that seems 
to have been overlooked by those who 
are congratulating the farmers on their 
prosperity.

FARM CORRESPONDENCE. 


PEAVINE HAY. ANOTHER WAY 

J. R. Quiggins, Stokesdal, N. G— 
> see the question asked in The Conr- 
stitution how to cure peavine hay; and 
for the benefit of those who wish t» 
try it, will give my plan, which haa 
rever failed to give perfect satisfaction 
with me. 

The plan is, I go to the hedgerow, or 
old field, and cut saplings that are very 
limber from the ground up; cut off thie 
Itmbs 20 or 24 inches long; plant the 
poles in the ground for stock poles, A3 
scon as the dew is off the vines i 
start my mowing machine. AS 
as a good square is cut, I start my 
rake, then the wagon follows, hauls the 
vines to the stocking place. There are 
hands on either side of the pole to place 
the vines around the pole and place a 
good fork full on these spikes that are 
left on the pole and that holds all ihe 
rest of the vines secure. Continue tnis 
to the top of the pole, round it off 
at the top like a grass stock of hay. 
Then you have a stack of about 4 or 5 
feet tm circumference: and it will not 
be more than !2 or 15 days until the 
vines will be cured as nice as tobacc? 
Then the hay is ready to be hauled 
tc the barn and put up fn as iarge a 
bulk as grass hay for winter use.

DESTROYING JOHNSON GRASS. 

James W. Xrmstrong, Washington, Ga.— 
I have just read J. H. Brooks’ (Lula, Ga.,) 
method to destroy Johnson grass—by 
plowing in August ona certain time of the 
moon, etc. His method would not destroy 
it for me. The° more I would plow it the 
better it would grow. f= once. had 40 
acres of good land set in this grass, and 
tried in many ways to destroy it, failing 
to do so. I decided to fence it, and al- 
ways have a fine pasture. I kept stock— 
cows, mules and hogs—enough on it to 
keap it from seeding, and in three years 
not a sprig of it was visible in the field. 
It has been cultivated ever since in corn, 
cotton and oats, alternately. When it ap- 
pears in a field the land is fenced off and 
enough stock kept on it to. prevent its 
seeding, and in two years it disappears 
entirely and will return no more unless 
seeded. I regard this as the only method 
to successfully destroy it. 
Comment—Many correspondents have 
given the same experience as above given 
by Mr. Armstrong, and insisted that close 
pasturing will destroy Johnson grass: not 
alone because §uqgh pasturing prevents the 
production of seed, but simply because the 
grass cannot stand jit like Bermuda grass 
does.

WORM OF 
EDY 
W..C. Campbell, Bellwood, Ala.—] no- 
tice in August !15 issue of The Consti- 
tution an inquiry from “8S. W. M.,”’ Fitz- 
gerald, Ga., concerning the worms or bugs 
that injure corn. We have a worm known 
as the ‘‘drill’’ worm that attacks corn at 
the root and comes on up the center or 
peth till it causes the corn. to twist up 
&nd cease growing. Our remedy for this 
is to soak the seed corn for at least twen- 
ty-four hours jn spirits turpentine, and it 
will kill the germ which is in the seed 
before planting. It will not injure the 
seed if it is soaked a week or so, and no 
insect attacks corn treated with it, — 
Comment—Mr. Campbell may possibly 
be correct in believing that soaking the 
seed cora in spirits turpentine is -effective. 
(I confess that I am incredulous), But 
he fs decidedly “off” In his theory of the 
origin and life hdstory of the insect he 
calls the ‘‘drill’’ worm. In its larval form 
it is more commonly known as “wire’’ 
worm. The parent insects is a smal]! bee- 
tle of the family (of which there are 
many species) elateridae, commonly and 
variously known as “spring  beetles,”’ 
"chick beetles,” ‘snapping beetles,”’ “jack 
snappess.’"” The female beetle lays her 
eggs in grass land, Or where there are 
plenty of weeds, during the early spring, 
earlier or later, according to species, and 
these eggs hatch. during the early sum- 
mer and feed on roots, growing very 
slowly anid requiring in some species two 
or three years to complete their develop- 
ment. Possibly, however, what our cor- 
respondent calls “‘drill’’ worm may be the 
larva of a different genus—diabrohia 
longicornis ®r corn root worm. This is 
annother small beetle. It is said that 
this species never seriously infests a corn 
field if the same field was not in corn the 
preceding year. The obvious remedy, 
when a corn field has been badly infested, 
is rotation.
